Summary of Hels from the Far East, 


JAPAN. 
HIOGO AND OSAKA. 

We have advices to the 18th December; the P. and O. mail, 
with London dates Oct. 20, arrived out Dec. 17, and telegrams 
from London had been received to the 5th December. The fol- 
lowing is from the Hiogo News :— 


Kobe has been favoured with what we are told was the smartest 
shock of earthquake that has been experienced since the advent 
of foreigners. Three distinct shocks were felt, at durations of 
about three and five minutes. The first two where rather slight, 
but the last was severe enough to frighten timid people, several of 
whom, we understand, thought it advisable to flee from the “ pro- 
tection” of their houses. We notice from our correspondent at 
Osaka that similar visitations were made to that port. No damage 
has been done. 

The boat-building yard of Messrs. Fitzgerald and Strome has 
been the scene of a gathering to witness the launch of a small 
screw steamer intended for local traffic, Mrs. Korthals officiating 
with the traditional champagne bottle, and naming her the 
Fuyo-maru. The dimensions of the steamer, which has been 
built for Mr. Bogel, of this port, are as follows :—Length, 90 feet ; 
beam, 16 feet ; depth of hold, 6 feet ; draught, 4 feet 6 in. ; horse 
power, 20 (nominal) ; tonnage, 115, builders’ measurement. 

A correspondent writes as follows from Osaka, with reference to 


‘| the Mint:—The Mint folk, by dint of the most strenuous exer- 


tions, have succeeded in coining the enormous amount of $90,000 
in one day. Many foreigners both here and in Yokohama are 
under the impression that the Mint is chiefly engaged in working 
up the bullion belonging to the Government, but this is altogether 
a mistake, there being now some $3,000,000 worth of bullion 
the property of the Imperial Government—and for a great 
part of which they must be now paying interest — in 
the Mint. So great is the pressure from the private 
holders of bullion, that it is impossible to undertake its conver- 
sion unless it is equal to the Mint standard. The refining can- 
not be done fast enough, and native owners of low standard 
bullion are busily engaged in doing the refining themselves. The 
“yarn” about all the new silver going to China is a mistake, 
One parcel of yen which was bought at par was sent over there, 
but the Celestials would not have them; they came back, and 
the holder got 5 per cent. premium in Yokohama. The Chinese 
may take to the Japanese dollars eventually, but it appears that 
the day is not come yet. Silver yen are only at 9 per cent. 
premium here now, owing to the scarcity of Mexicans. 

A great disturbance has taken place at what was till ee “The 
Kobé Billiard Saloon,” in the native town. Since the selling off 
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of the furniture, stock in trade, and fittings, the room had been 
let to one or more Chinese, who are now known to have been 
using it asa gambling room. It is supposed that some one who 
had lost money there went to the Japanese authorities and 
“ split,” the consequence whereof was that the place was taken 
possession of by the myrmidons of the law. Some prisoners were 
taken and tied up, and the last we heard was that the case was 
before the Custom-house. The Japanese Government pretends 
to be very anxious to put down gambling ; we shall be able to 
judge of its regl earnestness in the matter by the way it will 
treat the offenders in the present case. Emboldened, we ei 
pose, by the success of their raid, the native police subsequently 
entered the premises next door, the Hiogo Livery Stable, in the 
occupation of Br. y hoMapaon. a British subject, without bringing 
the written sanction of H.B.M.’s Consul. We presume Mr. 
Thompson will see what steps the Consuls will take to bring the 
native authorities to book for this unwarrantable intrusion. 

The Kobe Regatta and Athletic Club have held a scratch re- 
gatta. Although late in the season for such sport, the day proved 
a favourable one, and everything having been carefully arranged 
good sport ensued. A yacht race has also been sailed ; the course 
was from the new hatoba round the harbour to a boat moored off 
the bonded warehouses. The Black Bess, Nameless, Ida, and The 
Tub started; they all got away pretty well, but the Black Bess, 
being hatidfed better than the others, reached the winving-post 
one minute and fifty seconds in advance of the Nameless, the Ida 
declining fo fitiish the course and The'J'ub being unable to beat 
back. : 

Death has called away one of our best known and most re- 
spected foreign residents, Franklin Blake, Belgian Consul, who 
was carried of by apoplexy on the 3rd December. The deceased 
gentleman was one of the pioneers of Kobe, having arrived in 
i Huyamaro on the opening of the port. Singularly enough 

e had but just given up the secretaryship of the International 
Hospital, and was preparing to take a well-earned leave of absence. 





NAGASAKI. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Nagasaxt, Dee. 15, 1871, vra SAN Francrsco. 

Since I last wrote, on the 13th ult., the mails of the 29th Sept. 
and the 6th, 13th, and 20th Oct., have been received— 52, 52, 64, 
and 55 days respectively. The last-named came to hand late 
yesterday evening. During the interval numerous men-of-war 
have visited this port, comprising the following vessels :—Almaz. 
Boyarin, Sobol, Crornstuy, and Haydamaack (Russian), Zinois and 
ironclad Alma (French), Vetta Pisani (Italian), and H.B.M. gun- 
boat Thistle. The two Fiench vessels above mentioned and the 
( osmao left for Shanghai aftet a tew days’ stay, as did the Sobul 
The Russian corvette Jsomroud left on the Gth inst, for Hong 
Kong, leaving the following vessels in harbour at the present 
time, viz., Almaz, Boyarin, Gorastay, Haydamaack, and flagship 
Vitias (Russian), Zhisile (British), and Vetta Pisani (Italian 
The latter vessel leaves shortly for China ; the gunbont Thiste 
will remain stationed here for a time, but regarding the move- 
ments of the Russians nothing has transpired beyond that they 
will probably winter here. Great activity prevails in the 
Squadron, and boat exercise is being carricd on daily, and, 
amongst other things noticeable, is the extensive signalling done 
by day with flags and by night with blue lights. 

Nebus have lately been greatly troubling foreigners by fluc- 
tuating wildly. The feats of legerdemain performed by this coin 
have not been confined to Nagasaki alone, but appear to have 
been even worse at Yokohama. The new coin is the only per- 
manent remedy which can put a stop to this state of things, but 
even at the rate it is now being put into circulation it must take 
& considerable time yet before any good can arise. In the 
meantime commercial peuple, I suppose, must grin and bear it, 
unless the Japanese Government will do something to assist them 
over the difficulty. The Nagasaki Axpress took the matter up a 
fortnight ago, and put forth a very reasonable proposition as a 
temporary measure, viz.: to make dollars a legal tender amongst 
the natives at 5 per cent. discount, or in other words at 95 yen 
cents. or bus 3.80, but I have not heard whether apy measures 
have been taken in the matter to endeavour to get it carried out. 
A small amount of new coin is known to be in this place, but 
it is supposed to be held as a curiosity. 

The telegraph to Europe, via Siberia, has been opened, and the 
mercantile community here have had the question of obtaining, 
by subscription, periodical market information, under discussion, 
but the scheme I believe is at prescat in abeyance, The cause of 
the failure, I think, may be attributed as much as anything to 
difference of opinion as to what information ought to be obtained. 

Uniavourable advices from England respecting Japan cargo 
preveuts sufficient being settied to till up a vessel dircet, and it is 
improbable whether a vessel will be laid on for London at pre- 
sent. The cargo already purchased ig leaving for Shanghai for 
transhipment thence. ‘the Diomed (str.) has been circulated here 
to leave >hanghai on the 22nd inst., and will take tea and tobacco 
at £3 10s., aud curiosities at £4 1s. per ton of forty feet, which 
rate includes transhipping charges from the Nagasaki vessel. 

The natives are endeavouring to dispose of some of tlicir old 
steamers ; the Chusan, formerly in the P. and 0, service, is ad- 
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vertised for sule, and I hear that the Nivgasaki,a gunboat built 
some years ago in Llolland, which is also lying here, has been 
offered for sale privately. 

Rumours of a somewhat conflicting and contradictory nature 
to those current a short time ago are in circulation here respect - 
ing the future intentions of the P.MS.S. Company to make 
this their chief station in Japan. Of course the authorities here, 
pending anything definite, give reserved answers to inquiries 
made ; but, so far as I can learn, negotiations are or will s ortly 
be in progress, endeavouring to obtain permission from the 
Japanese to allow the company to construct a pier or jetty from 
their coal-yard, to extend sufficiently to allow their vessels to run 
alongside. 

The cold weather has now set in. On Monday night last it 
blew furiously from the west, accompanied by heavy falls of sleet 
and hailstones. The North German steamer Otugo, which left at 
midnight for Shanghai, had to return, and was detained until the 
following afternoon. The Oregonian. which conveys this letter, 
arrived nearly twelve hours late, in consequence of the thick, foggy 
weather. 

Mr. F. P. Tombrink, agent at this port for the Netherlands 
Trading Society, goes home to Europe, and Mr. J. J. van der 
Pol assumes charge of the business as acting agent and acting 
trustee of the estate of Glover and Co., in liquidation. 

The fire insurance question is about being solved. After much 
delay the companies appear to have hecome aware how useless 
it was to continue to charge exorbitant premiums, which has 
been the means of causing many to run their own risks, and 
have at length determined to reduce them. This morning 
circulars making the announcement have been circulated by 
the agents of the London, Imperial, North British, &c., and I 
think the change, while benefiting the community, cannot fail to 
produce satisfactory results to the companies. 














CHINA. 
—_—~— 
SHANGHAI, 

Dates from this port are to the 5th January ; the French mail 
of Nov. 10 arrived out Dec. 30, and the following P. and O. mail 
of Nov. 17 was expected on the 7th January. We are indebted 
to the North China Herald for the following summary :— 


We have to repeat very nearly what we said last week, that 
there has been very little except festivity going on. The Consu- 
lates, Customs, Councils, Banks—in short all public offices, closed 
on the Ist and 2nd Jan., and those days were observed nearly as a 
general holiday. The weather has continucd fine and cold ; and has 
been taken full advantage of by the Paper Ilunters, the Gun Club, 
and by sportsmen who have gone away on houseboat excursions into 
the interior. As snow is the correct thing at Christmas time, it 
may be worth recording that a little fell here, both on the 29th and 
30th Dec., but it was very little, only just enough to report. The 
weather on the coast has been severe. The Ningpo steamer re- 

orts its voyage as one of the hardest remembered; the wind 
biew a strong northerly gale. and the cold was intense. A large 
icicle was formed upon the string of the steam whistle. 

Two rumours are very current in the settlement. The first, 
that Ichang is to be opened shortly to foreign trade ; the second, 
that another local bank is to be started. Neither report takes 
very definite shape, but there seems to be ground for each, The 
opening of Ichang wonld give a great stimulus to traffic on the 
river ; and there should be room for another local bank, without 
interfering with the established interests of tho “ Ilong Kong and 
Shanghai.” 

The Peking Gazettes are scldow interesting in themselves ; their 
value lies in the light they throw upon the condition of the coun- 
try ; and one of the facts they exhibit most clearly is the fright- 
ful corruption prevalent in the Courts. Seven persons are shown 
to have died in prison from the effect of torture and other kinds 
of ill-usage, and, with one exception, the victims of this official 
brutality seem to have been innocent persons. We can recall 
many similar instances, and we may be sure that the few noticed 
in the Gaztte do not represent a tithe of the injustice actually 
wrought throughout the country. 

The Chinese officials announce that it is considered unsafe for 
foreigners to travel between Peking and Lientsin without an es- 
cort, as the roads are infested with robbers. The dreadful suffer- 
ings of the population by the recent floods make us believe that 
this announcement is much necded. The remains of M. Popoff, 
of the Russian Legation, who died in February, 1870, have been 
exhumed, and are to be sent to St. Petersburg. The general 
health of the foreign community at ‘Tientsin is excellent, aud 
everything seems quiet. There is a good deal of attention given 
to skating this winter, and the canal near the British Legation is 
used somewhat for the indulgence of this amusement. 

There was a fire on the Quantung side a few nights ago, which 
promised well to burn down « whole quarter ; but Colonel Cooke’s 
men brought up their engine in time to check it before it had 
gained too great headway, aud got it under. ‘The night was one 
of the coldest we have had, and the men’s clothes, wet through 
of course with working the engine, froze so hard that they could 
hardly move. Three of them had to be carried home half dead. 

We mentioned last week that the tugboat Fwhdi was ashore in 
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the Blackwall Channel, near Ningpo. The gunboat Cockchafer 
went out on the 28th Dec. to render any assistance possible ; but 
it seems impossible she can be got off; and she is to be advertised for 
sale. The vessel was found in‘a precarious position, with a strong 
list to starboard, and with a rock through her bottom. 

There was a good deal of trouble about the now Ries dee a 
road when it was first made ; and this has, we hear, broken out 
again. A coolie who was mending it was arrested, told the 
Council had nothing to do with it, taken into the city, and given 
200 blows with the bamboo. The name of the contractor who is 
repairing the road was extracted from him, and the contractor 
too has been arrested. What all this means we have not yet 
learned. 

Our old friend Puck made his fourth appearance on New- 
Year’s day, as promised, and proved a welcome visitor to all who 
invited him. ; 

Written with exuberant humour, yet always in good taste, our 
comic contemporary, the Shanghai “ Puck,” richly deserves to be 
classed with that hero of Shakespeare—that is, if a weird being 
like “ Puck ” can be compared to @ mortal—than whom— 

“ A merrier man, 
Within the limits of becoming mirth, 
I never spent an hour’s talk withal.” 
Besides the wit of the letterpress, ‘‘ Puck—whose fourth number 
is now before us—is full of droll and well-executed illustrations, 
If the work can be kept up with the same spirit it cannot fail to 
command popularity. 


HONG KONG. 

Dates are to the 11th January ; the French mail, with London 
advices to Nov. 24, arrived out Jan. 4. The following summary 
is from the China Mail :— 

Considerable local interest is felt in the Police Commission 
now sitting, and the effect. which its report must have upon the 
contemplated reform in the police of the island. ‘The subjects for 
inquiry are numerous, and embrace nearly every question relating 
to crime, its prevention and detection; and more than probably 
the sittings will extend over a lengthened period. From the fact 
that the position of Secretary to the Police Commission is filled 
by Mr. Lister, we anticipate a very full and accurate record of 
‘he proceedings of that important body of municipal censors. As 
yet we understand the proceedings have been more of a prelimi- 
nary nature than otherwise, though the real work of the 
Commission may be said to have commenced at the meeting 
held on the 2nd Jan., when a very important witness had to 
appear and give evidence. We hear from home that a contingent 
of twenty police have been engaged at Edinburgh for Hong 
Kong. We have little doubt but that “ Auld Reekie” will give 
us better specimens than are comprised in our present piebald 
force. If honesty can be secured they will be well worth the 
expense. 

uch interest has likewise been taken in what is known as the 
Conspiracy Case, Judge Smale having, as stated in our last issue, 
sentenced the two prisoners (Mousa and Camissn) to eighteen 
months and twelve months’ hard labour respectively. This will 
act as a healthy check upon such men as Moussa, who have inti- 
mate friends in Bombay engaged in the Canton silk trade who 
seek to evade liability to pay by frauds such as those revealed in 
this long trial. Exception has been taken elsewhere to the 
conduct of the prosecution and of the presiding judge, but we 
nevertheless most strongly approve of both the verdict and the 
pentence. : 

Chief Justice Smale, who has obtained leave of absence, quits 
the colony by the present mail for England; he takes with him 
and will ever bear the reputation of a conscientiously just judge, 
who has dealt ably and fearlessly with many important questions 
during his occupancy of the.Bench. Judge Ball assumes the 
acting appointment ; and Mr. Hayllar (Acting Attorney-General) 
acts as Judge of the Small Court. 

The opening of the Russian telegraphic route is of the utmost 
importance to the mercantile communities in China. “ Competi- 
tion is the soul of business,” is a truism which has been very 
clearly demonstrated by the telegraphic movements in this part 
of the world ; and to judge from the difference in the rates fixed 
by the Southern and Northern Companies, the competition is 
likely to be brisk. There can be no question that the company 
which transmits messages with the greatest accuracy at the lowest 
price will be the winner of the game. 

In proportion to the proximity of the Chinese New Year, the 
more bold do we find the lawless fraternity. Two attempts at 
incendiarism have been perpetrated one after the other, on the 
houses at Kwai Wahblane, the scene of the last great conflagra- 
tion, in which an entire family lost their lives. On the occasion 
of the first attempt an old woman, on going out to make pur- 
chases one evening, encountered a packet of bulky substance, 
which on examination proved to be gunpowder, placed close to 
the framework of a door. The second attempt was discovered 
early one morning, when a shopman in that locality found a bag 
of the same explosive substance at his door. Luckily, howevet, 
both attempts failed, otherwise a second conflagration of alarming 
extent might have occurred in the Jervois-street quarter, which 
seemg to be a favourite spot for rascally incendiarism. Probably 
the piece-goods shops there situated are the objects of attention. 
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At Canton the thieves, in view of the approach of the new year, 
have become very daring. Quite recently, a party of armed men 
had the audacity to make an attack on the magistracy of Wong 
Ting division, near Fatshan. They succeeded in ransacking the 
official residence, and in addition carried off two children belong- 
ing to the underlings of the Yamen. We learn that three men 
have been arrested, and the mandarins are extorting from them 
the names of their coadjutors in the crime. 

The Canton Viceroy’s gun-vessel Chen-to has captured two large 
junks in a creek near Tongkoon. They were heavily laden with 
rice, which was about to be carried to Hong Kong for exportation 
to San Francisco. The junks were evidently prepared to resist 
any attempt made to stop them, and returned the Chen-to's fire 
with good effect. As the gunboat steamed on to them the junks 
fired a last volley, which caused some dam to the steamer. 
One shot smashed a house on deck and went through the funnel 
casing, while another came through the bow and was brought up 
by an angle-iron in the forecastle deck. The junks’ crows took 
to the paddy fields, leaving several dead and three wounded behind, 
and the valuable prizes were towed up to Canton by the gunboat. 

A curious story is told in Canton of an inveterate gambler, who 
had in a short time lost a large fortune he had inherited from his 
father. Being thus in need of money, he tried to sell the heredi- 
tary house, but no one would buy on account of its being an 
estate. So he resolved to raise money upon the building materials, 
and for this purpose he consulted a master mason, who offered 
him 700 dollars for the whole concern. Glad of the offer, he 
readily gave permission to the buyer to commence demolishing 
the building, and in the course of the work the masons discovered 
sereret thousand dollars imbedded in the centre of one of the 
walls. 

The adjourned extraordivary general mecting of the Hong 
Kong Pier and Godown Company, to coufirm the special resolu- 
tion passed at the previous meetin: on Dec 22, was held Jan. 5. 
Messrs. Lemann (chairman), Lowcock, Bernard, Brereton, Vas- 
sonjee, Jafferbhoy, H. L. Noronha, MacIver, Collins, Sassoon, 
Wilson, Shaw, Heaton, J. Mcl.cod, Coxon, Remedios. Overbeck, 
Sandilands and Grieg were present. ‘The resolution (detailed in 
our issue of the 5th inst.) was confirmed, on the motion of the 
chairman, seconded by Mr. Lowcock ; and Mr. Lemann remarked 
that they would now get on much more smoothly under thcir new 
articles of association. 


STRAITS SETTLEMENTS, 
—o— 
SINGAPORE. 

Advices by this mail extend t» the 18th January ; there had 
been no mail arrival during the week, but the P.and O. mail from 
London Dec. 15 was due Jan.19. The Straits Times supplies the 
following items of news :— 

The Chief Justice, Mr. Sidgreaves, will open the criminal ses- 
sion on the 15th Jan. The session will be one of the most pro- 
tracted known here for some years. The prosecution of Moh 
Choon, head of the Ghee Hok kongsce, for the alleged abduction of 
a woman, will be retried.and will probably occupy the Court several 
days; and there is also the case of Captain Sachsze, master of 
the British barque Burlington, who has been sent hither for trial 
by H.B.M. Consul General at Siam, for shooting one and wound- 
ing two others of his crew, who were mutinous, while lying at 
anchor off Paknam. Besides these, there are about sixty cases to 
be tried, many of them arising out of the late riots, a large pro- 
portion being for the more serious crimes, such as murder, cutting 
and wounding, and gang robhery, and it is anticipated the session 
will extend over three or four weeks 

The decision of the Secretary of State for the Colonies, that 
the long railway to New Harbour shall be constructed by the 
Government occasioned considerable surprise hure, and is viewed 
rather unfavourably, as the obj:ct of this railway was simply to 
facilitate the transit of merchiudise between the New Harbour 
wharves and tho merchants’ godowns, and to improve the value of 
certain private propertics at New Harbour. ‘I'his being the case, 
it was thought the Secretary of State would discountenance 
the idea of making a it Govcrnment undertaking, notwithstanding 
that the Executive had signified their predilections in favour of 
that scheme. It appears, however, that the public were mistaken, 
and the fiat has gone forth that Government is to make and main- 
tain the railway. ‘he decision is looked upon by the majority of 
the merchants as an unwarranted interference with their busi- 
ness, as it is a purely commercial matter, and gives the Govern- 
ment power to levy transit charges, which may very materially 
effect the cost of their goods, without giving them any adequate 
security against extravagance in the construction or adminis- 
tration of the line. 

Another vacancy has occurred iu the police force, through the 
death of Mr. George Cox, superintendent of police at Malacca, 
who was acting at Penang in the room of Captain Speedy, absent 
on leave. ‘I'he office has been temporarily filled by the appoint- 
ment of Captain Berger, of I.M. 10th regiment, Mr. Hayward 
remaining at Malacca as acting-superintendent. F. H{. Gottlieb, 
Esq., junior magistrate of police, returned tv the colony by the 
last mail, and has resumed his duties, the Inbours of the police 
court being for the present divided between two magistrates. 

The Netherlands Todiat Government have despatched a naval 
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and military expedition to the East Coast of Sumatra,—consistin 
of H..MS. Marniz, Banka, de Briel, Java, and Kapuas, an 
500 men under the command of Colonel Perié, to punish an in- 
surrectionary movement among the inhabitants of two campongs, 
who banded together under their head men, murdered the ajah 
of Kotta Penang and other persons, plundered the campong, and 
carried off a number of prisoners. They also fired upon"and 
destroyed the portraits of the King and Queen of Holland, which 
had been presented to the Rajah, and robbed him of a Nether- 
lands flag and the insignia of his rank. The Resident of Rio 
accompanies the expedition. 





PENANG. 

We have dates from this port to the 19th January ; the P. and 
O. steamer, with the London mail of Dec. 15, arrived out Jan. 
16. The following summary is from the Penang Argus :-— 

We understand that his Majesty the King of Siam expressed 
himself as highly gratified by the reception he met with in 
Penang, and also much pleased with the way in which Mr. 
Skinner, the police magistrate of the province, performed his duty 
as officer-in-waiting. We believe the Administrator has expressed 
himself as highly gratified with the assistance rendered him by 
the gentlemen to whom he refused to give more than $1,500 asa 
subsidy. The fitting up of the reception room, the cost of the 
tiffin at the club, the ball, the triumphal arches, the decoration of 
the houses, must have cost about four times that amount. We 
have heard that a loyal Chinese gentleman has offered to assist 
the English Government to pay the cost of the reception of the 
King, with whom English subjects have most important business 
relations, whose Government has for years been in intimate and 
most friendly relations with the British. It is a pity that the 
Administrator had not been better advised, and made a more 
liberal grant in aid for the reception. 

The “ derelict” difficulty remains unadjusted. Before leaving 
port the commander of the Oceun placed the schooner in the 
hands of the Lieutenant Governor with a view to her being dealt 
with by the Admiralty Court. As soon as the Ocean left the 
captain of the Rinaldo put in his claim, and obtained a warrant 
from the Sheriff of Penang to seize the vessel. On what grounds 
we have yct to learn, but we consider it rather sharp practice, 
and anything but complimentary to the captain of the Ocean, and 
Admiral Shadwell commanding the station. 

We regret to hear that small-pox is raging to an alarming 
extent in Province Wellesley. The authorities are doing all in 
their power to prevent the spread of the disease, but Malays are 
stubborn, and will not allow their children to be vaccinated. In 
Penang the disease is gradually disappearing. We have heard of 
only one case during the week in town. 

With sincere regret we have to record the sudden death of Mr. 
Superintendent Cox, of the police force. He had been in ill-health 
for some time. Mr. Cox’s career in the colony extended over 
fourteen years. 

A Court of Enquiry, composed of Captain Ord, police magis- 
trate, Captain Fox, harbour master, and the navigating lieu- 
tenant of the [inaldo, has been held at the Police Court, to inquire 
into the cause of the collision that took place at sea on the night 
of the 20th Dec., between the British India steamer Arabia and 
the barque Hydroose, and which resulted in the death of the cap- 
tain of the latter vessel. The Court decided that no blame 
could be attached to the master and officers of the Arabia, but 
that the captain committed a grave error in not reporting on his 
arrival in port the loss of the captain of the Hydroose. 

We understand that the colonial civil gaol, ‘the Sheritf’s,” is 
to be turned into barracks for the European troops expected here 
in about three months. The prisoners now there are to be trans- 
ferred to the convict gaol. 

Penang is to have a flower garden. The site selected is that 
portion of vacant ground on the side of the Esplanade. The 
municipal commissioners intend to do the thing handsomely.

THE TIMES AND THE MISSIONARIES. 
(To the Editor of The London and China Teleg-aph.) 

Srr,— We praise and blame the telegraph, alternately, here in 
China. We praise it most justly for its marvellous feats of 
activity—we blame it for its curt, startling, and uncxpliined an- 
nouncements. We are told, for instance, one day that ¢4e Lines 
advocates the erasure of the missionary clauses from the Treaty 
of Tientsin. A few days pass and we are perplexed by the news 
that Lord Granville suggests the handing over of missionaries who 
piovect converts to the nearest consul. Foreign residents cau 
afford to wait for fuller statements if not for explanations to 
be brought by the next mail. But I fear that the literal ren- 
dering ot these telegrams into Chinese without note or comment 
must be Bresustive of much mischievous misconception in the 
minds of Chinese readers. 

From your paper of Nov.3I have now seen the arguments 
whereby The Times supports its strange suggestion ; and as Lord 
Granville’s recommendation is intimately connected with the sub- 
ject treated of in The Times article, I take them together, and 
beg leave to make a few remarks thereupon. 

An act of injustice can become tolerable only when ren- 
dered absolutely imperative so as to avoid or remove yet 
greater injustice. The Times will not, I fancy, deny that in- 
iustice would be done to missionary societies, to individual 
missionaries, and above all to Chinese Christians, by the 
withdrawal of this toleration clause. Very large expenditure 
of time, of money, of strength, and of life, has been incurred by 
Christians in Great Britain, America, and Germany, and several 
thousands of Chinese have taken the great step of breaking loose 
from their hereditary beliefs, on the knowledge that full tolera- 
tion was granted to the preachers and professors of Christianity, 
both foreign and native, by the Treaty of Tientsin. 

Now, to neutralise the injustice which would thus result, and 
to render the erasure of this clause of the Treaty an act of justice 
towards China, what are the arguments offered by the writer in 
The Times? He tells us that the Chinese loathe Christianity. 
This, from several years’ experience in China, and from the 
unanimous testimony of those most able to judge, I unequivocally 
deny. I will not dwell on the notorious fact that the Chinese are 
a tolerant Feople; as shown by the existence and growth of Budd- 
hism and Mahomedanism in China. The fact mentioned by Mr. 
Lay is sufficient support for my denial. He reminds us that the 
particular clause in the Treaty which must now be sacrificed to 
The Times, though other clauses were eagerly canvassed, passed 
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without opposition. Tseng-kwo-Fan, one of China’s greatest 
statesmen, 60 far from loathing or dreading Christianity, affects 
rather to patrorise it, and is willing to graut full liberty to 
Christian preachers as innocuous and powerless. Still, lest the 
recent outbursts, both in the north and in the south, against 
Christian missions, be quoted against me, I must be allowed in 
passing this retort—bad people in China do indeed hate Chris- 
tianity, but respectable people in China loathe opium. 

The Times also has no right as a Christian paper and pees 
Christian people, to call by the odious name of proselytising the 
enterprise‘inaugurated, watched over, and blest by Christ. Neither 
must a Christian Government think it a shame or an impolitic act 
to secure, whenever practicable, immunity from persecution for 
Ohristians in other lands, and I beg Lord Granville to remember 
that unless he adopts the suggestion of The Times nnd erases 
the Toleration clause from the Treaty, his own suggestion as to 
the arrest of missionaries will lead to strange complications. Let 
missionaries convicted of the crime of protecting converts when 
persecuted for |their Christianity, be handed over to the nearest 
consul for deportation or what uot ; and that consul will admit, 
that but for instructions from home, he is the natural protector of 
these converts. For if we demand, as surely in all merciful jus- 
tice we had a right to do, equal toleration at least for Christianity 
and for opium, who but the representative of the contracting 
power on the one side shall bring to the notice of Chinese officials 
cases in which this right of toleration has been infringed ? Let but 
our consuls exercise without irritating limitations and restrictions, 
this obvious Treaty obligation, not with bravado, but with firmness, 
and from what I know of missionaries, and from what I have seen 
of the courteous, dignified and conciliatory bearing of our consuls, 
I feel sure that missionaries would no more be tempted to inter- 
fere in person on behalf of their converts, and that assaults and 
outrages offered to missionaries and to natives would gradually 
decrease. 

I venture to deny also, notwithstanding some few lamentable 
exceptions of recent occurrence, the statement of The Times, that 
Protestant missionaries in China have been distinguished more for 
zeal than discretion. Why, the arrogant circular of the Chinese 
Foreizn office’ is sufficient support for my assertion, that the zea- 
lous sork of Protestant missions ia Caina has been conducted as 
awrule with marked diseretion. 

The Tones ss afraid of war with Ching. Tt rilisules the elory 
of beating ill-diseiplined and ill-srmel Csinesssand yet, inalarm, 
it confesses that the armamen's of Cainvare vrowing to a sturt- 
ling extent. Yes, she has large aud efficient arsemtls ; she hes 
aw sumtll feet of guud vets, a Beton frigute alinsst ready, torpe- 
dues, witraillenses, rifizs inuumerab!: are being prepured.

And [ conclude this iong letter by 
expressing my conviction that the pacific and would be concilia- 
tory “Unes could scarcely have advocated a policy more suggestive 
of tresh cffurts aimed at the exclusion of foreiguers from China, 
and imore surely, therefore, leading to war.—I remain, Sir, 
yours, &e.

test has circulated in Rotterdam, but it should be stated that at 
a general mecting of the Amsterdam underwriters a motion dis- 
approving of the protest was adopted unanimously. The lost 
ship having been insured with Amsterdam underwriters, and 
moreover, @ committee of Amsterdam underwriters having been 
appointed by the Dutch Minister of the Colonies to report to him 
concerning the probable reason of the disaster to the ill-fated 
steamer, they are better enabled to judge of the captain’s con- 
duct than their Rotterdam colleagues, who appear to have been 
guided by hearsay, and without personal examination of the 
bearings of the case. I may also note that the conduct of Cap- 
tain QOort while in command of the Willem JIT. was highly 
praised by Sir R. J. Phillimore in the Admiralty Court, when 
giving judgment with regard to the salvage claims.—I am, &c, 
Amsterdam, Feb. 12.

ASSASSINATION OF THE VICEROY OF INDIA. 

On the afternoon of the 12th inst. a telegram from Caleutt: arrived 
at the India-ottice, the gravity of which necessitated its immediate 
communication to both Houses of Parliament. [t announced that on 
the night of Thursday (8th inst.) the Governor-General of India 
had been assassinated at Port Blair, the convict settlement on the 
Andaman Islands, at the mouth of the Bay of Bengal. At the time of 
the tragic occurrence hia lordship was engaged in one of the extensive 
toura of observation by which his administration has been dis- 
j tinguished. He had not long returned from tue Camp of Exercise at 
Delhi, where he attended the military manosuvres carried out under 
the direction of the Commander-in-Chicf, when he started to pay a 
long-contemplated visit to the distant province of Burmab. His 
' Voyage to Rangoon, in the flag-ahip Glasgow, was extended southward 
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as far as the Andaman Islande, that he ‘might ‘personally inspect the 


penal establishment at Port Blair, founded in the year alter the 
mutiny for the reception of Sepoy rebels, which subsequently became 
s general destination for the worst class of criminals. [ho assassin, 
Shere Ali, had bcen sent thither three years ago under sentence of 
transportation for life for & murder committed in the year of the 
mutiny. According to the telegram, the Viceroy had fini-hed his 
inspection of the several statione, and in the dusk of the evening was 
on his way back to his bout, when he was stabbed twice in the back 
before his guards could seize the assassin. He did not survive many 
minutes, and the man-of-war which had been conveying him to Ran- 
goon returned at once with his dead body to Calcutta. An official 
announcement of the sssassination has been made by the Government 
of India. It says that the country has lost a statesman who discharged 
the highest duties with entire self-devotion and with abilities equal to 
the task. Lord Mayo's remains will lie in state at Government-house 
for three days. The assassin has already been tried, and condemned 
to be hanged, and the scatence will be carried out directly it has been 
confirmed by the Superior Court. . 

The late Viceroy, Richard Southwell Bourke, was the eldest son of 
the fifth Earl of Mayo, whom he succeeded as sixth earl in 1867. He 
was born in 1822, was cducated at Trinity College, and in early life 
he evinced the taste for travelling which grew upon him throughout 
his career. A Russian tour which he accomplished as a young man 
afforded him materisls for a work on ‘‘St. Petersburg and Moscow.” 
Tn his twenty-fifth year he successfully contested one of the seats in 
county Kildare in the Conservative interest. This he held from 1847 
till 1852, when he exchanged it for Coleraine. In the same year he 
entered Lord Derby's first administration as Chief Secretary for Ire- 
land, au honour which his Conservative colleagues reassigned to him 
on two later occasions. Fis official career at home was thus almost 
exclusively identified with Ireland. Iu August, 1808, his appointment 
to the Viceroyalty of India was announced. He sailed for Bombay 
on the eve of the retirement of Mr. Disraeli’s Ministry, and on the 
40th December he landed in India, almost simultaneously with Lord 
Napier's return to his post after the Abyssinian expedition, On the 
12th January, 1869, he and Lady Mayo were received in state in Cal- 
cutta. His Viceroyalty has consequently lasted a little over three 
years. The ron and heir, hitherto known as Dermot Robert Wynd- 
ham, Lord Naas, and now succeeding to the title as seventh Earl of 
Mayo, was born on the 2nd July, 1851, and is consequently fast ap- 
pronching the date of his majority. 

Pending the selection of another Governor-General, Lord Napier of 
Merchiatoun, now Governor of Madras, will proceed to Calcutta, and 
exercise ad énterim ap xcting power. It may be remembered that on 
the death of Lord Elvin Sir William Denison, then Governor of 
Madras, acted as Viceroy until the arrival of Sir John Lawrence. 


INDO CHINESE RATLWAYS. 

Mr. M. A. Pareell. evi: eneineer. writes to tne Gloheas follows :— 

“ Srp,— As first propessr of (and consulting enzineer to the many 
interested and influential advecites both at home and in Calcutta) 
the Indo-Chinese Overland Route or Railway from Khoosteah on the 
Ganges, the termini of the Eitern Bengal line traversing Assam, 
Southern Thibet, and forming a junction with the Yangtse-kiang 
tiver in Sechuen, the richest province of China, I am requested to 
recall to your memory the existence of this scheme, which was pro- 
posed to the Government by me in 1868, in a long and detailed report, 
the principal features of which were that it would make an imperial 
frontier line, developing the Assam tea tride, also the opium, jute, and 
rice export, and placing usin direct and quick communication with 
the Yangtse-kiang, the zreat witer-roid or natural artery of Chinese 
commerce, and forming a junction with our Ind ian system of railways.” 








Taw Sumatea Treaty.—The Spectator says :—“ We thought Dutch- 
men understood colonies, but it secs that Knowledge is confined to 
the Dutch Government. In the early days, when we liked foreign 

ions, the British Government coerced that of Holland into a 
treaty limiting Dutch possessions in the Indian Archipelago, and 
especially in Sumatra, apparently with some view to an ultimate re- 
version. The treaty, which did us no good, did the Dutch much barm, 
for they might but for it have turned Sumatra into a more splendid 
Java; but last year, wishing to terminate interminable di.putes on 
the Gold Coast and to suppress the Slave Trade, the Foreign-office 
agreed to give up the Treaty of 1824 in exchange for the Dutch forts 
and right of Protectorate in Guinea. The Dutch statesmen thankfully 
accepted the proposition, and have ever since been howled at by the 
people, who cannot see that they got a continent in exchange for a 
marsh. Nothing now stops them from all the Archipelago by degrees 
except Papua, which we suppose our Australian cousins will want for 
a tropical garden.” 


Cotonen, NorMAN commanding the 1st Battalion of the 10th Foot, 
at Hong Kong, has written to contradict a statement to the effect 
that the lst Battalion of the 10th Regiment was kept by a mistake 
three-quarters of an hour in a hot sun, previons to embarkation from 
Yokohama for Hong Kong, on the 8th of August last. Colonel Nor- 
man informs us that the battalion arrived at the place of embarkation 
at 6.15 a.m. on that date, and that the whole of the boats containing 
the men were in movement towards II.M.S Jamarjby 6.21. The 
statement referred to by Colonel Norman firet appeared in the Japan 
Mail of Aug. 22, and was transferred to our issue of Oct. 9. 

Tue traffic on the Union Pacific Railway has been interrupted by an 
enormous blockade of snow, and great inconvenience and interruption 
of business are the result. Several trains have become snow-bound by 
the drifts in the West, and the mails have been delayed ; while the pas- 
sengers have becn put upon short rations.

HOLLAND. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT. )

The articles on the transfer of our Settlements on tlie West Coast of Africn 
and tke treaty regardins Sumatra, published by The 7''meg, have ex- 
ercised a curious effect here. They are as mustard after dinner. It seems 
that not one London paper, except The London and China Telegraph 
was aware Of the negotiations going on between our Government 
and yours, or of the debate in our Parliament. But now that the 
transfer is an accomplished fact, which cannot be altered, The Times 
protests. Our Conservative papers have zrown desperate, but it is too 
Jate. Of course, many words may be wasted in the House of Commons ; 
inany newspaper columus can be filled with protests; but the treaties 
will, nevertheless, be ratified by Queen Victoria, as they were by 
our King. The true reason why both Conservatives and Liberals here 
opposed the transfer 1s wholly unkrown in England ; and sume London 
papers seem to be of opinion that our Government have duped your 
Ministry. It would be tircsome to reprat all I have been for many 
months stating about this matter; but [ hope that in futuro the English 
public will take care to be better informed of what happens here. 
Whilst nothing can occur in Belgium without being reported in your 
leading papers, there is not. the least interest shown for [olland. 

In my last leiter I told you that Professor Vrecde, the urcatest oppo- 
nent of the West African Treaty, had accused the Ministry of having 
misled the Second Chamber of the States-General by withholding from 
them some papers regarding the transfer. He is still making so much 
noise that T should be much surprised if the matte: is not browcht for- 
ward directly the Lower Housc assembles, which will be on the 20th 
inst. Tuois datc has been fixed at the speeinl desire of the Government; 
the Chamber should have met aweck before, but it s ems that the 
Ministry was not ready with the answers to the Seetion teports upon 
several Bills, These replies ars new published consecutively, and one 
of the first inutters with whieh the Chamber will do aia. the qeescon of 
the officer Junsen. 

T lately teld you that the Ultramontanes had greatly surprised us by 
their sudden change of mind with rezard to the National f stival ou 
the Ist April. The leading paper of this party now recommends the 
Catholics only to speak of the benefits they enjoyed daring the dast 390 
years, and uot to allude to the taking of Brielle. Tt is quite cle:r that 
the Catholics are losing their influence. Tie moderate section decline 
to take the course prescribed to them by the Ultras, who seem of 
opinion that their fatherland ia Rome. The Z'yd, Maasbode, aud other 
Catholic papers call in vain for contributions for the Pope as a mark of 
sympathy in his distress, and for a cadeau of f.5,000 to be presented to 
Mr. Duchastel, formerly our Ambassador at the Papal Court. The eon- 
tributions only amount to a few guilders, subscribed chiefly by the 
papers themselves, 

I hear from an anthentic sonrce that the Government contemplates 
the conclusion of a contract with u company to organise a regular steam 
service to Java and Sumatra. I hupe to be able to give you further 
particulars in my rext letter. 

Some months ago I told you that much sensation had been made in 
Amsterdam financial circles by a discovery that false bills were in 
circulation, und had been discounted by the Netherlands Bank. The 
author of these bills—a certain Mr. Schade—has just been condemned 
to five years’ imprisonment. 

The arrangements made by Mr. Myer, who has returned in good 
health, for the administration of the Sugar Bill in Java, are generally 
condemned as anything but liberal. 

From Curacoa we have very bad news. If we may believe the reports 
a revolution is impending.

THE CHINESE COOLIE TRAFFIC. 

(Feb. 16th.) Mr. R. N. Fow er (C.) called attention to the Chinese 
coolie traffic, and commenced by stating that systematic plana pre- 
vailed in the neighbourhood of Hong Kong for kidnapping Chinese, 
which for cruelty rivalled the practice on the African coast, or even 
the middle passage. He narrated one case in which a number of 
Chinese were left in the hold of a burning ship, from which a crew of 
forty-five escaped in four boats capable of holding eighty men. The 
statements of the few who managed to survive showed that they had 
been induced by acquaintances, -on pretence of work, to make a short 
journey, but that, instead of having their expectations realised, they 
were cruelly treated and threatened by emigration agents ; that they 
signed papers which were neither explained nor read to them, and 
afterwards carried off on board ship against their will. The miseries 
of the coolie labourers imported into the Chincha Islands were truly 
horrible. Those poor creatures were employed in loading vessels with 
guano, and the grossest cruelties were practised upon them when from 
weakness or other causes they did not complete theirallotted tasks. They 
were punished with extreme severity for the most trivial offences, some- 
times being bound by ropes and chains round the waist, and kept from 
sunrise to sunset without food for days together. Mr. Jenkins, the author 
of ‘‘Ginx’s Baby,” speaking of that coolic traffic, said that every year thou- 
sands of Chinamen were kidnapped and induced under false pretences 
to leave their country, that many of them died on the voyage, and 
others destroyed themselves, while the ecuttling and burning of the 
vessels in which they were conveyed proved that they were not willing 
emigrants. After being landed they were set to work on the farms, 
over-tasked, under-fed, often flogged, put in the stocks, and even 
killed with impunity by their employers, with no one to interfere for 
their protection. The description given by eye-witnesscs of the treat- 
ment of these unfortunate Chinamen in Peru was truly harrowing. 
Some few years ago some of these unhappy men were enabled to 
place a memorial in the hands of the American Government, which 
was afterwards forwarded to Peking, when Prince Kung felt very 
strongly about the miseries inflicted upon his poor countrymen, 
and expressed a hope that the American Government would interfere 
on their behalf, because the Chinese Government was powerless 
to do so. The state of things in Cuba was very like that existing 
in Peru. Into that island coolies were imported for agricultural pur- 
poses, the vessels employed in the traffic resembling those with which 
the descriptions of ‘‘the middle paseage’’ had made them all familiar. 
On arriving at Havannah these Chinamen were treated exactly like 
negroes, being first put into barracoona and afterwards disposed of to 
work in the sugar plantations. They were not accompanied by any 
women, and the women of Cuba viewed them with repulsion. Assassi- 
nation and suicide were frequent among them, and their overseers had 
uncontrolled power to offer them any kind of ill-usage. Having quoted 
the opinion of Marshal Serrano in strong condemnation of the evils 
and abuses of the system, the hon. member said he had shown that 
traffic in the Chincha Islands, in Pern, and algo in Cuba, to have many 
of the worst characteristics of the slave trade, and next proceeded to 
point out the connection between it and the gambling ,practiccs car- 
ried on at Hong Kong in houses licensed by the British Government. 
The poor Chinamen who had lost all their money at these gambling- 
houses fell easy victims to the agents of that so-called emigration 
system. He could not understand how the sanction of our Government 
should seem to be given to gambling-houses in a British colony in 
spite of remonstrances of the Chief Justice and the local merchants. 
It was certainly remarkable that such a thing should be allowed to go 
on under our protection at Hong Kong at a time when it was for- 
bidden not only by every respectable Christian State, but was also 
excluded from Japan, and even from every part of China where there 
was an honest and an energetic governor. He was sure that neither 
Lord Kimberley nor the hon. gentleman opposite (Mr. Knatchbull 
Hogessen) wished to encourage these gambling-houses ; and he would 
suggest that measures should be taken for their suppression. He 
would algo urge upon the Foreign Office the propriety of using all its 
influence with the Portuguese Government in order to stop that Chi- 
nese coolie traffic, in practice so near akin to the slave trade at Macao. 
The hon. gentleman concluded by moving an address for papers on 
the subject. 


Mr. Hvanes (L.), in seconding the motion, thanked the Govern- 
ment for the passage in the Queen’s Speech relating to the South Sea 
Islands, and also for the measure introduced the previous night for 
the prevention of outrages in those regions. It was supposed in 1863 
that a death blow had been given to the slave trade; but it had since 
been found that it was a hard beast to kill, and that it was growing 
up like a hydra in different parts of the world under the euphonious 
names of the apprentice system and coolie emigration. The slave 
trade was now practically flourishing in the Fiji Islands, on the east 
roast of Africa, in Peru, in Caba,and more than anywhere else in 
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China and at the Portuguese settlement of Macao. There never was & 
better time than the present for taking that matter strenuously in 
hand. Whatever might be our differences with the United States in 
other respects, we were sure of the cordial co-operation of that country 
in putting down the slave trade in all parts of the globe, and other 
civilised nations alao would heartily join us in the same good work. 
But in order to speak with effect on that subject to other Powers we 
must go before them with clean hands, ana to put ourselves right in 
that matter we must first suppress the gambling system at Hong 
Kong, which tended to feed the coolie traffic at Macao, and had as 
sumed very extraordinary proportions, for which we were responsible. 
When the system was first licensed by the Government it was sup- 
posed that it would have a very beneficial effect upon Hong Kong, 
but it had operated most detrimentally. In August, 1870, General 
Whitfield, the Lieutenant-Governor of Hong Kong, after having con- 
sulted the Executive Council upon the subject, who had forwarded to 
him a minute advising that gambling-houses should be closed after 
the lst of January, 1871, sent to the Colonial-office a despatch 
containing a statement to the effect that Wo Hang, the Chinese 
licenses under the British Government of the gambling-houses at 
Hong Kong, paid tne Government the sum of $13,340 monthly, and 
suggesting that the advice of the Executive Council should be adopted. 
General Whitfield, in anawer to that despatch, received from tbe Col- 
onial Office a telegraphic message rebuking him for making such 3 
suggestion in the absence of the Governor, and dirceting him to issue 
fresh gaming-licences upon the expiration of the old ones. It having 
been suggested that if the gaming licenses were put up to public auc- 
tion they would realize $4,000 or 5,000 more than Wo Hang paid for 
them, a Chinese named Wo Asee was induced to give upwards of 
$15,000 per month for them. In March, 1871, a memorial was signed 
by 947 Chinese householders, pointing out the immoral nature of the 
transaction and the ruin such a system brought upon the Chinese. He 
trusted that after the opinions that had been expressed upon the sub- 
ject the new Governor who, he understood, was about to be sent out 
to Hong Kong, would put a stop to this system, and that the $680,000 
which had been obtained by the Government from this immoral source 
of revenue would be refunded, and would be rendered applicable to 
those unfortunate Chinese who had been reduced to poverty in Hong 
Kong. He begged to second the motion. (Ifear). 

Mr. Eastwick (C.) said no one would deny the horrors of the coolie 
traffic between Macao and Cuba, although it might be asked why this 
country was to be so Quixotic as to interfere in matters that did not 
concern her directly. It was not, however, the characteristic of the 
foreign policy of this country to consult our own interests in matters 
of this sort. We had, moreover, a direct interest in the subject, inas- 
much as our Australian colonies had been greatly benefitted by the 
introduction of coolie labour. He trusted, theretore, that Her Ma- 
jesty’s Government would give their earnest attention to this matter, 
and would adopt a course consonant with the generous policy of this 
country. (Tlear.) 

Mr. M’Anruor (L.) was of opinion that no Government abetted 
slavery more than did that of Portugal. What was required was a 
well-regulated system of emigration, which would put an end to the 
grave evils of the re-apprenticeship system. If the inhabitants of the 
Pacific Islands were convinced that they would be protected under a 
system of free labour emigration would be stimulated, and much good 
would result to our colonies. 

Sir CHaRLES WINGFIELD (L.) said that when the Portuguese Consal 
at Peru reported that certain coolies had been branded witha hot 
iron, the Government of Maeao had immediately interdicted coolie 
emigration from that port. He did not know how the Portuguese Go- 
vernment had met that allegation, but he trusted that Mer Majesty’s 
Government would make such representations to that Government as 
would induce them to put a stop to such a practice, and that they 
would endeavour to prevent the regulations relating to this traffic from 
degenerating into mere formalities. (Hear.) The belief that Euro- 
peans were engaged in kidnapping Chinese had led to the perpetration 
of many crimes on the part of the latter people. He thanked Her 
Majesty’s Government for the Bill they had introduced to afford pro- 
tection to the Pacific Islanders. (Hear, hear.) 


Lord Enrietp (Under Secretary for Foreign Affairs) should be very 
sorry were he to underrate the importance of this subject, which had 
been introduced by the hon. member in a speech that was worthy of 
the highest admiration for its humane character; but he wished that 
the hon. member had pointed out what steps other than friendly repre- 
sentations and counsel could be taken hy Her Majesty’s Government 
with regard to the Portuguese Government in reference to this matter. 
Since 1853 successive Governments in this country had done their 
best with regard to the Chinese and other Governments to secure 
proper regulations being adopted with respect to coolie emigration. In 
1853 papers were laid before Parliament on the coolie traffic contain- 
ing a statement of those negotiations, and in 1855 an Act was 
for the better regulation of the emigration of Chinese in British 
vessela. This was communicated in a circular to Her Majeaty’s Con- 
suls in January, 1856, urging upon them its strict execution. This 
answered as far as British vessels were concerned, but, un- 
fortunately, it did not prevent the crimping of emigrants in 
a@ country like China. Chinese Jaws forbade the emigration of 
these natives, but it was connived at, and atrocities were com- 
mitted, as related in papers laid before Parliament in 1860. The oc- 
cupation of Canton in 1859 resulted in establishing a better system of 
emigration, and Mr. Austin, the Commissioner of the Weat Indian 
Labour Agency, founded a depot at Whampoa to replace the crimping 
which had existed at Canton. The Chinese Governor-General recog 
nised these depots by proclamation, and early in 1860 similar estab- 
lishments were formed at Swatow. The free emigration of Chinese 
was formally stipulated for in the 5th article of the Treaty of Tientain 
in October, 1860. In 1865 Prince Kung proposed to Mr. Wade, their 
Chargé d’Affairea, a set of regulations protecting Chinese emigrating 
as hired labourers, and on the return of Sir R. Alcock these were em-

bodied ina convention signed on the 5th of March, 1866. Objections 
were, however, taken to some of these provisions, both by the French 
Government and by our own Colonial-office. These objections were 
the limitation of engagements to five years, the proposal to secure the 
emigrant a return passage, the reatrictions upon the hours of labour, 
the employment of youths under age, and the probable discontent of 
the coolies now in the British colonies, of whom there were 12,000 in 
British Guiana and Trinidad alone. After various communications, Sir 
RB. Alcock was told to propose a modified form of convention, and it was 
expected that the old regulations would still remain in force. In June, 
1868, the Chinese Government replied to these fresh proposals; they 
abided by the convention of 1866, but declined to sanction emigration 
undertheoldrales. A longcorrespondence ensued, and the negotiations 
were partially suspended owing to the absence of instructions to the 
French Minister at Pekin. The French Government were now re- 
newing negotiations, which were proceeding at Pekin. As regarded 
the Chinese Government, it should be remembered that the Treaty 
of Tien-tain provided emigration regulations ; that the Chinese Go- 
vernment proposed another set of regulations in 1865 ; that a con- 
vention was made out of them in 1866, which still remained in force ; 
that the convention was not ratified by the British and French Go- 
vernments, and that negotiations were still proceeding at Pekin as to 
the exportation from Macao to Peru. In October, 1866, Lord Cla- 
rendon instructed Sir A. Magennis to represent to the Portuguese Go- 
vernment that the mortality attendant on emigration from 
Macao to Peru might be lessened by the adoption of proper 
regulations. Their reply was that they would adopt the regula- 
tions of the convention recently signed at Pekin. It did not 
appear, however, that a stop was put to these abuses. Public 
attention was called in 1869 to the evils of the Macao coolie 
emigration by the alleged branding of coolies in Peru. The Governor 
of Macao thereupon prohibited emigration to Callao, and Lord Cla- 
rendon directed Sir C. Murray to remonstrate. In January, 1870, 
the Portuguese Government informed Sir C. Murray that the story of 
the branding was untrue. Meanwhile Her Majesty's Government had 
determined, as far as in them lay, to discountenanze these emigration 
atrocities, and in 1869 Lord Clarendon informed the Colonial-office 
that, looking at the way in which Chinese crimps obtained Chinese 
emigrants, and the sufferings they endured in other countries, and 
especially in Peru, they intended to prohibit the departure from Hong 
Kong of Chinese subjects in any other than British vessels to any 
place not within the dominions of the Queen. This was now in 
force, and had been communicated to Perv. In November, 1870, 
occurred the case of the coolie vessel Nouvelle Penelope, and about 
the same time the tragedy on board the Dolores Ugarte, stranded at 
Honolulu, with the sufferings of many cooliss on board. Lord Gran- 
ville addressed a despatch to Lisbon on the subject, and a further re- 
port received from Her Majesty's Consul at Canton in May was 
communicated to the Portuguese Government last June. The Dolores 
Ugarte, under the name of the Don Juan, was again employed in the 
Macao coolie traffic, and was subsequently burnt with 500 coolies on 
board. On intelligence of this, Lord Granville on July 28 sent an 
instruction to Mr. Doria to remonstrate in friendly but earnest terms. 
The Portuguese Government, in reply, excused themselves from the 
charge of inhumanity, and enclosed a copy of their regulations at 
Macao for 1871. As a summary of what England through her Go- 
vernment had tried to do, he would mention the Chinese Passenger 
Act of 1855, the emigration system established in 1860, the formal 
assent of the Chinese Government to emigration under proper regula- 
tions in the Treaty of Tientain, the prohibiting of Hong Kong as a 
depot for emigration to any but British colonies and in British ships, 
and the remonstrances on all occasions with Portugal against the 
atrocities at Macdo. This was how the matter stood up to the close of 
last year. With regard to Cuba, no very recent accounts had been 
received by the Government of the treatment of the coolies 
there; their numbers were very great, and there was reason 
to believe that they were not exposed to as great sufferings 
as the coolies in Peru. Our agents did not speak in their reports of 
any cruelties being exercised towards them. They received much 
better wages, 8 cook, he was told—and the Chinese were very expert 
in cooking—getting something like £10 a month. They were, more- 
over, subject to no punishments except at the hands of an overseer of 
their own nation, and if not paid well they would commit suicide, fear 
of pent having no effect upon them. Our representative at 
Cuba reported that the condition of the coolies there was far better off 
than was the case, from what he had heard, in Peru. He thought the 
efforts of succeasive Governments in the way of conventions and 
friendly remonstrances had not entirely failed of effect. With regard 
to the motion, he hoped the hon. member would be satisfied with his 
promise that he would endeavour to present further popes at the 
earliest opportunity. The subject was one in which the Foreign Office 
took a deep interest, and he trusted that, as time went on, their efforts 
would produce the desired effect, so that the feelings of Englishmen 
would not be shocked in future years by a repetition of atrocities on 
which the hon. member had dwelt with so much force and good taste. 
(Hear, hear. ) 

Sir C. Appexuxy (C.) hoped the coolie immigration from Hong 
Kong to our Weat Indian colonies would not be mixed up, as it had 
been both here and in the press, with the immigration from Macao to 
Pern, the former being a syatem beneficial both tothe Chinese and to 
the colonies. It was to be regretted that Sir R. Alcock’s convention 
had practically led to its cessation, by subjecting it to too onerous 
conditions ; and the best proof of the success of the system was that 
great numbers remained in the West Indies as traders, that many, 
on the expiration of their apprenticeship, re-enliated, and that 
some, after taking their savings to China, returned to the colo- 
nies. It was to be hoped that the convention would be so far modi- 
fied as to remove the present obstruction. As to the subject brought 
forward by the hon. member, there was no doubt that atrocities had 
been committed, the fault being not with the regulations, but with 
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the want of ability to enforce them. The prevalence of gambling at 
Hong Kong was mach to be deplored, but he ‘did not quite see ita 
connection with the coolie traffic, unless the Chinese on being ruined 
by gambling sold themselves as coolies. He doubted whether legisla- 
tive action could be taken analogous to the measure proposed for 
checking the Fiji atrocities, for in that case we had one side of the 
traffic in our own hands—viz., the arrival of the emigrants in Queens- 
land—and could, therefore, inflict penalties on the offenders, whereas 
in this case we were dealing with the Portuguese Government, to 
which we could only address remonstrances, and which was as anxious 
as ourselves for the repression of these practices. That Government 
was not sufficiently strong to carry out ita own regulations at Macao, 
but he was sure that no remonstrance or assistance would be wanting 
on the part of Her Majesty’s Government. 


Mr. Grur1n (L.) thanked the hon. member for calling attention to 
socrying an evil. The fact was that the slave trade, ander various forms, 
was at rife at this moment as in the worst times of the middle passage. 
He wished to know whether there was any truth in the statement 
that a high official at Hong Kong, discharged some years ago for com- 
plicity in' the traffic, had been restored to the Government service, 
and had used his influence in promoting both the traffic and the gam- 
bling-houses. Macao had very little trade with any other part of the 
world, being almost wholly maintained by gambling-houses and the 
coolie traffic. He hoped the question would be left in the hands of 
the Government, which could best judge how to use ita influence with 
Spain and Portugal. 

Mr. KnaToHBULL-Huasasan (Under Secretary for the Colonies) had 
not expected, from the terms of the motion, that Hong Kong would be 
so much referred to, or he would have prepared himself with more 
exact information. As to the importation of coolies into our colonies, 
the Government would readily adopt any amendments which would 
better secure the good treatment of the coolies. The gambling-houses 
at Hong Kong and the telegram of the Colonial Office had apparently 
excited uneasiness in the hon. member’s mind. The Governor-General 
stated very fally the reasons for establishing these gambling-houses. 
If they put down the system of licensed gambling-houses they 
would produce the same effect as would be produced by passing 
the Liquor Bill of his hon. friend the member for Carlisle—that was to 
say, @ great deal of illicit traffic of the same kind would arise. (Hear, 
hear.) The Governor-General stated that the special fund obtained 
from these licences was used only for police purposes, and he called 
attention to the great decrease of crime in the colony since the insti- 
tution of these gambling-houses. Chief Justice Smale himself, who 
had been quoted as adverse to the system of licensing gambling- 
houses, stated in March, 1870, that crime had greatly decreased in the 
colony since the introduction of that system. Still that system was an 
offence against public morality. Itcould not be abolished at once with- 
out doing injury to the inhabitants of the colony, and care would be 
taken that it should be abolished in a way that would preclude any in- 
jary to them. His hon. friend the member for Northampton had alluded 
to some high official in the colony who was supposed to be favourable 
to gambling and to the traffic in coolies. If his hon. friend had firat 
enabled him (Mr. Knatchbull-Hugessen) to make inquiry into the 
matter, he believed he would have obtained such information as would 
have prevented him from making such a statement. He thought his 
hon. friend was altogether mistaken—([Mr. Gilpin said he would give 
his hon. friend full information and an opportunity of making an in- 
quiry. He pu ly abstained from aamraepig the name and address 
of the official, but he was quite prepared to do so.] He was much 
obliged to his hon. friend. As to the Bill which he had the honour 
of introducing last night, he hoped on a future occasion to give a full 
explanation of ita details. He could agsure the House that wherever 
the traffic in slaves existed Her Majesty's Government would do their 
best to put it down. (Cheers.) 


After a few words in explanation from Mr. R. Fow sr the amend- 
ment was withdrawn. 


THE PAUMBEN CHANNEL. 

(16th.) Sir J. Eupummstone (C.) rose to call attention to the neces. 
sity for opening the Paumben Channeland thereby facilitating the trade 
froth Europe to the ports situate in the Bay of Bengal. The hon. 
baronet urged that the importance of doing the work which was the 
subject of his motion was increased by the fact that during the present 
year ships were ng through the Suez Canal, many of them bound 
for the Bay of Bengal, at the rate of 100 per month, and that the 
opening of the Paumben Channel would save such vessels on the 
voyage out and in a distance of no less than 720 miles. Two reporta 
had been made on the subject, one recommending the cutting of a new 
channel and the other that the existing channel should be cleared. He 
himself thought the first-named plan would be the best, but, in order 
that some steps might be taken assoon as possible, he wished to have 
the reports and accompanying plans and eatimates laid on the table of 
the House. 

Mr. KnatcHBULL-HuGEssen (Under Secretary for the Colonies) 
said that following the example of his hon. and gallant friend, he 
would uot dwell on the rivai schemes for opening the channel. He 
might remark, however, that this question was not unaccompanied by 
uncertainty for he remembered that last session his hon. and gallant 
friend propounded a plan which from his speech appeared to be a fea- 
sible one, and the cost of which he estimated at about £90,000; bat 
Mr. Townsend stated in his report that this sum would not cover one- 
tenth part of the cost. The real question was, not as to the desira- 
bility of opening this channel, but whether the taak was to be under- 
taken by the Imperial Government, the Government of India, or the 
Government of Ceylon. At all events bis hon. and gallant friend 
had rendered a service to the public by directing attention to this 
subject. He was willing to PF uce the reports and other documents, 
and if after perasing them his hon. friend should deem it desirable to 
take further action in the matter he should be prepared to discuss the 
question with him in a fair and candid manner. 
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THE CONSULATE AT SAIGON. 

We regret to announce that it is not the intention of 
Government to appoint a paid Consul at Saigon in succes- 
sion to Mr. CaswEuL, whose resignation we have already re- 
ported. We believe that this decision is entirely due to 
what is commonly called “economy,” but which in many 
cases proves to be anything but economical in the end. 
Although the Foreign-office is the official medium for all 
such appointments, we believe that the Board of Trade 
are mainly responsible for this decision. “There is a 
point beyond which,” &c., and certainly in the refusal to 
accede to this demand, involving about £1,000 per annum, 
we have reached that point. If the present Government are 
bent on stifling and not fostering our trade by such acts, the 
sooner the representatives of the various Chambers of Com- 
merce take up the matter the better. Persistence in this 
course will bring our Consular Service in the Far East into 
much the same repute as that of another country, which 
shall Le nameless, with its “ Merchant Cousuls.” It must 
be clearly understood that we intend no sort of disparage- 
ment of the late Coneul at Saigon, who undertook the duties 
of the office in its “day of small things.” It is simply the 
system which we protest against as unworthy of a coun- 

like ours, with its vast commerce and shipping. 
This brings us to the main point in this matter, 
vis.—What is our trade at Saigon? From a return 
for 1871 we find that the number of vessels under the 
English flag which entered the port and loaded for various 
ports was 247—over twenty vessels per month! These 
vessels were not small coasters, but averaging 500 tons, and 
many of them steamers. Now let any M.P. acquainted with 
commerce just consider if it is likély that any merchant can 
perly attend to the entering, clearing, and the many 
other formalities to be observed by every English ship in a 
foreign port, including the hearing of cases brought before 
him to adjudicate on, between the master and crew, and 
disputes with the local authorities. Other cases, arising out 
of the loading and chartering of ships, of great mercantile 
importance and responsibility, involving questions of inter- 
national law, as well as cases of seisure in time of war, have 
also to be decided by our Consuls—such as, for instance, the 
base of the Rickmers in the last war. Is it reasonable to ex- 
pect that all this can be done efficiently and oreditably by 
an unpaid merchant in addition to his own business ? 











Tx Japanese have shown so remarkable a disposition to ac- 
cept European usages, in common with European inventions, 
wherever they are proved to be beneficial, that we are unable 
to doubt that the present apparent difficulty regarding the 
Christian missionaries in 5 apan—concerning which the 
deputation, whose proceedings were reported in our last 
issue, have waited on the Foreign Secretary—will soon fall 
away under the influence of persuasion on the one side and 
common sense on the other. The rights of Christian mis- 
sionaries must, it is evident, be asserted as neither more nor 
less than those of any other class of Her Masgsty's subjects 
in Japan as in China. On the tact and temper with which 
this proposal is conducted will no doubt depend muob, if 
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not all, of the success which will attend it. Of one thing 
we are well assured—that the Japanese require to be con- 
vinced rather than threatened. The full text of Sir Harry 
Parkes’ explanations to Earl GRaNvILLE, which will be found 
in another column, is well worthy of perusal. 





Mr. Pore Henvessy, the late Governor of Labuan, has 

left for Sierra Leone, to assume temporarily the government 
of our possessions on the West Coast of Africa. Sir HERCULES 
Rosinson, the late Governor of Ceylon, gs to assome 
the Governorship of New South Wales by the P. and O. 
route, via Galle, next month. Capt. Wasue, lately ap- 
pointed Police Magistrate at Singapore, also proceeds next 
month. The following record of Capt. WALSHE’ services is 
given in the “ Colonial Office List :”— 
_ Batered the army as ensign, 96th Foot, in July, 1855; lieutenant 
in Mu-ch, 1856; captain, 2nd West India Regiment, in September, 
1866, and served in Jamaica, Demerara, &c., in the West Indies, until 
the year 1860, since which he has been exclusively employed on the 
West Coast of Africa. Served in an expedition up the River Gambia 
in the year 1861, and was engaged at the attack and capture of the 
fortified towns of Swarra Cunda, Kinty Cunda, and Saba; also at the 
battle in front of that town, on the 21st of February in that year; and 
was mentioned in the despatches of the Governor of the Gambia to the 
Secretary of State for the Colonies. Appointed Military Commandant 
in British Sherborough on the lst of October, 1862, and whilst in com- 
mand of the troops in that country was presented with an address by 
the principal merchants, chiefs, and other inhabitante, marking their 
appreciation of his “ cool, courageous, and persevering conduct, in pro- 
ceeding to the town of Bamah, about thirty miles in the interior, with 
only twenty soldiers, and rescuing the Chief, Murry Calipha Alla, and 
fifty-seven other persons, from that town, which was then besieged by 
from 3,000 to 4,000 savages, and dispersing the hordes of savages on the 
frontiers, who were determined to kill Calipha, enslave his people, and 
invade British territory.” He also received the thanks of the Governor- 
in-Chief for the great ‘‘ prudence, zeal, and ability displayed under very 
trying circumstances.” He was permitted to retire from the army, for 
the purpose of retaining his civil appointment, in December, 1867. 











Tue new Governor of Hong Kong, Sir ArntHUR KennepY, 
accompanied by Lady Kennepy and daughter, proceeds by the 
P. and O. Co.’s steamer Ceylon from Southampton on the 29th 
inst., and will be due in Hong Kong on the 16th April. Sir 
Riokarp MacDoyneE tu will, we understand, await the arrival 
of Sir ARTHUR KeEnnepy, in order to give him the benefit 
of his advice on matters connected with the Government. 
This is a most necessary pruceeding, and a matter of great 
public importance to all our Colonies. We trust that Lord 
KimBgRxBy, our present Secretary of State, will cause this 
a rule to be observed in all cases. The evil of allowing a 
new Governor to be inducted iuto his office by his subor- 
dinates is too apparent, and needs no exemplification at our 
hands. We publish with pleasure the following memoran- 
dum from the Colonial Secretary to Sir ARTHUR :— 

Sm,—I have received your despatch, transmitting to me copies of 
addresses presented to you on relinquishing the Government of Sierra 
Leone. I have read thine addresses with great pleasure, and I take 
this opportunity of expressing to you the high sense entertained by 
Her Majesty's Government oF the valuable services rendered by you, 


during your administration of the Government of the West African 
Settlements.—I have the honour, &c., &c., EY. 


Tua telegram announcing the assassination of Lord Mayo 
read by the Duke of ARGYLL in the House of Lords has caused 
a profound sensation. How many more such men must be 
sacrificed before our officials will learn how to guard against 
fanatical attacks so peculiar to Asiatics? Governors-General 
and Judges must always be open to such outrages, and over 
and over again has this been exemplified in India. We have 
no hesitation in saying that the Viceroy of Inpra should not 
be found at places such as the Port Blair convict establish- 
ment. There are other officials competent to the discharge of 
such duties, but we wish to impress on all Captains of guards 
who attend on—and for the time being have the safe keeping 
of—such personages, that they should be on the qui vive, and 
diligent in the discharge of the important duty committed 
to them. It is exasperating to read of such a lamentable 
event, caused by miserable negligence and incompetence. 


Iw our present issue we give a list of the Diplomatic and 
Consular Staff now engaged in China, Japan, and other parts 
of the Far East. It willbe observed that we publish, as far as 
possible, the actual occupants of the various posts at the pre- 
sent time. The official position of each person in the service 
is to be found in the “Foreign Office List.” With regard to 
the Supreme Court of China and Japan, of which Sir Ep- 
muunD Hornzy is the Judge, we understand that it is not 
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yet decided whether Sir Epmwunp will return to his post ; 
but should he do so, he will leave by the first mail in April. 
Mr. Goopwin, the Deputy-Judge, wilt probably in that case 
take leave of absence, and Mr. Hannen will remain in charge 
of the Court at Yokohama. 








THe Japan mails of 23rd Dec., via San Francisco, which 
were due here on the 6th inst., were not delivered until the 
15th, having been detained ex route between San Francisco 
and New York by heavy snowstorms, by which for a time 
traffic over the Paeifie Railway line was greatly interrupted.

THE AUSTRALIAN TELEGRAPH. 

AcoorDING to the latest advices it is expected that the tele- 
graphic communication with Austtalia will be opened next 
month. It is important that our readers should know that 
the cause of delay rests with the Government of Australia in 
not completing the land lines to Port Darwin. The Subma- 
rine Cable was completed between Java and Port Darwin by 
the Telegraph Construction Company some two months since, 
and has been lying idle, to the great detriment of the share- 
holders of the company. The Australian Government, how- 
ever, allow them five per cent. per annum on the capital 
until the land lines are completed. The following interesting 
account of this enterprise is from the Daily News :— 

Port Darwin, where the Australian end of the cable is landed, is 
literally a port and nothing more. The towaship of Palmerstoa, on 
its shores, is a pretty place, with a thriving population—on paper. A 
handsome “ public esplanade” faces the sea, and runs the entire 
length of the town. Cavenagh-square, Larrakeyh-square, and Temira- 
square all occupy central situations in Palmerston’s most fashionable 
part. Mitchell-street is a spacious thoroughfare, full of warehouses 
and stores; M‘Lachlan, Peel, and Knuckey streets are admirably 
placed for business; and in the outlying suburbs the weary Pulmer- 
stonian merehant may, if he pleases, find rest and quiet after 
the labours of the day by rentipg one or other of the pretty 
villas in Greene-terrace, or purchasing one of the more ambi- 
tious mansions on Stokes Hill. That is, all these things would 
be and might happen, but for one trivial circumstance. Like 
Vaurhall-bridge in the eomic song, “the place it isn’t built, 
sir!” The American Eden, with its market place, churches, and 
public halls, did not look more real than the town of Palmerston 
does on the map published at the Surveyor- General's Office, Adelaide ; 
and was not more destitute of a telegraphing population. “ Town- 
ship of Palmerston,.on east side of Port Darwin, Hundred of Bagot,’ 
says the map, and a note is added to the effect that “ the Government 
retain to themselves the right to extend at any time the wharf front- 
ages between Stokes Hill and allotment No. 995.” Above these an- 
nouncements is the town, with ita depots and park lands, its military 
Reserves and forte, together with streets, squares, and terraces in 
great abundance. But it is a phantom place; and though the sub- 
marine telegraph will doubtless have plenty of business from it in the 
future, it is necessarily lying idle until the land lines are completed 
which will bring it into electrical communication with Queensland 
and New South Wales. This is the whole secret of the delay. There 

“has been a break-down in the erection of the lines in the interior of 
Australia, and there is in consequence a hiatus of some four hundred 
miles of telegraph wire, more or less, between England and Melbourne, 
Sydney, and the rest. 

Before explaining how this has arisen, and when it is probable it 
will be remedied, we must refer the reader to a chart of the world for 
information‘concerning the course taken by the messages between Eng- 
Jand and Australia, which go firat to Bombay. From Falmouth to 
Gibraltar, from Gibraltar to Malta, and from Malta to Alexandria, by 
three lengths of cable under the sea. Then by Jand lines across the 
Isthmus to Suez. Then by cable again under the Red Sea to Aden, then 
by another length of cable from Aden t> Bombay. The Australian 
message takes to the land again here, and crosges India by the Govern- 
ment lines to Madras. At Madras it is once more transferred to a aub- 
marine cable, and is carried to Singapore, touching at Penang. Up 
to this point messages for Ohina and for Australia have followed the 
game route. Here they diverge, those for China being taken north- 
wards to Hong Kong, Amoy, or Shanghai; while the Australian mes- 
sage, which it is our business to follow now, is transmitted by cable to 
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Batavia and Java, where it is taken along the Datch linea to Banjoe- 
wangee, and from thence, by cable once more under the sea, to 
Port Darwin and the Palmerston of the fature, on the north side of 
Australia. So much is complete. The whole of the cables forming 
this enormous chain have been made and laid by the Telegraph Con- 
struction and Maintenanee Company, which finished its portion of the 
work, and put Australia and England into electrical communication, 
80 far back as last November. The original contract of this Compaay 
included a coast line, which was to have been taken round the north 
side of the Anstralian continent, from Port Darwin (we mnst again 
refer the reader to his atlas) to Burketown, whence land lines exist to 
Cardwelt, Rockhampton, Brisbane, and Sydney, uniting with the tele- ~ 
graph from Sydney}to Melbourne and Adelaide, and with that from Mel- 
bourneto Launceston and Hobart Town. Local considerations prevented 
this contract being carried out. Whether South Australia wasjealoas of 

Queensland, and brought influence tobear to avoid having its messages 
gent round by the lines of the latter colony, or whether it was thought an 
excellent opportunity for the farther exploration of the interior of the 
Australian continent, we do not profeastosay. But the Telegraph Con- 
struction and Maintenance Company acceded to an application to forego 
its contract for the northern coast line ; the South Australian Govern- 
ment undertaking at the same time to construct land lines through 
the heart of Australia and across wastes which had been unknown 
hitherto save to adventurous explorers like Stuart. The line of route 
here is singularly suggestive. Starting from Port Augusta, at the 

head of Spencer's Gulf at the South of Australia, the telegraph posts 
and wires are continued in as straight a line as the confor- 
mation of the country admits up to the northern point, 
Port Darwin. The map showing this route speaks volumes 
for the nature of the work, and the difficulties to be surmounted; 
but it may be stated generally that the people employed have found 
the country easier than they had ,been led to expect. They have 
driven their own flocks and herds with them, and have carried their 

tents into the wilderness. Bat they have met with springs where 
they anticipated drought, and with other facilities; so that their 

labours will have an important bearing upon geopraphical science in- 

dependently of the useful work they had in hand. ‘Stuart's farthest, 

1860,” “ Howell’s farthest, 1861,” and similar announeements aro 
common on the latest map; as are ‘‘lake, opposite shores not visible,’ 

and “ splendid flats, plenty of grass and water,” ‘‘ remains of explor- 

ing party,” ‘‘ dense forests,” “ grassy country,’’ and so forth, Captain 

Burton in his last book, “ Zanzibar,” when discussing his own and op- 

posing theories as to the sources of the Nile, takes a“ mapper ’’ to task 

for representing what the traveller holds to be four distinct sheets of 
water aa one Jake, and adds significantly that the one is a much easier 
way of disposing of the subject on a map than the other. The map 
of Australia is full of examples of this method of dealing with 
the country. The Government expedition for constructing the 
telegraph has added materially to the stock of knowledge, and as 
settlers have proceeded with it, and stations have been formed en route: 
there is practically no limit to the civilising influence of the work. 


MISSIONARIES IN CHINA. 

The correspondence respecting the Circular of the Chinese Go- 
vernment on the Missionary Question has been published in the 
form of a Blue-book. It contains nothing that can be new to any 
of our readers. The gist of the present publication may be re- 
duced to a few lines. Mr. Wade raised the objections which would 
suggest themselves to every intelligent mind, and urged them with 
great moderation, in a very able despatch to the minister Wen 
Siang. Earl Granville declares bis adherence to the policy and 
practice of Great Britain, which have ever been unmistakable on 
the subject to which the Circular relates. Lord Granville, in the 
name of the Government, repeats that they do not claim to afford 
any species of protection to Chinese Christians which may be con- 
strued as withdrawing them from their native allegiance, nor do 
they desire to secure to British missionaries ay privileges or im- 
munities beyond those granted by treaty to other British subjects, 
and they ‘‘ decline to supplement the existing treaties by regula- 
tions which, although only intended to deal with a particular class 
of British subjects, would undoubtedly subject the whole British 
community in China to a constant interfereuce in their intercourse 
with the native population of a most vexatious description.” 

In a later despatch Mr. Wade says the argument of the Grand 
Secretary was undoubtedly to maintain, not exactly that there 
was excuse for the massacre, but that foreigners have been far too 
hard in their judgment of the action of the Chinese Government 
in relation to the massacre ; hence that there is really no need for 
modification of the Treaties in force, or for a more careful ob- 
servance of them. 

The Government of the United States lays down the funda- 
mental principle that all persons of every sect, faith, or race, are 
equal before the law. The United States ask no more in China 
than they confer at home; and, as there is no complaint made 
against American missionaries, there is no occasion to make new 
rules for their observance. 
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The Globe printa the following comments upon the corre- 
spondence :-— : : 

Parliament has at length been put in possession of Lord Granville’sreply 
to the overtures of the Peking Government for the future regulation of 
missionary operations in China. Their wholly impracticable nature, 
however, had been so conclusively shown in the despatch of the repre- 
sentative of the United States at the Chinese Capital, that our Foreign 
Secretary's task was comparatively easy. The attitude assumed by the 
English and American Governments on the missionary question is now 
almost identical. Both are disposed to shift upon France the respon- 
sibility of whatever causes of complaint against missionaries really 
exist. Mr. Low, writing to the Yamen from the United States Lega- 
tion, pointed out that among all the cases cited in the Chinese Circular 
there is not one in which Protestant missionaries are charged with vio- 
lating treaty, law, or custom, the complaints being against the action of 
the Roman Catholic missionaries, who are under the exclusive protection 
of France. Lord Granville also protested against no distinction between 
British Protestants and French subjects of the Roman Catholic 
faith being drawn in the ‘‘general assertions,” and, at the same 
time, declared that although ‘‘ conversion to Christianity gives 
no title to British protection against the operation of the laws of the 
land,’ Her Majesty’s Government “ could not be indifferent to the per- 
secution of Christians for professing the Christian faith,” whilst they 
reject the idea that ‘‘ such an atrocious crime as the massacre at Tien- 
tsin can be excused by ascribing it to the prejudices of the ignorant,” 
The Peking Government has lost what few points might have been con- 
ceded by asking too much. It wished the foreign Powers to agree to 
regulations which would control the orphanages established by the 
Roman Catholics in China; prevent women from frequenting churches, 
or Sisters of Charity teaching religion; and which would compel mis- 
stonariea to conform to the laws and customs of China. These and the 
other regulations submitted are declared by Lord Granville to be in- 
admissible; and as his lordship is supported in his view of the case by 
the German and United States Governments, with the tacit approval 
of the Ministry at Versailles, the Chinese Government may now under- 
stand that there is no intention on the part of the Western Powers to 
relieve it of its treaty obligations, or to supplement them by regulations, 
which, to quote the despatch of our Foreign Minister, ‘‘ would undoubt- 
edly subject the whole British community in China to a constant inter- 
ference in their intercourse with the native population of a most vexa- 
tious description.” 





THE SALANGORE PIRATES. 

The papers relating to the recent proceedings at Salangore have 
been published in the form of a Blue-book, illustrated with a neat 
coloured map of the Malayan Peninsula, illustrative of the 

litical relations of the British Government with the native 

tates, The papers explain that a junk, owned by the firm of 
Waing Cheong Long, Chinese merchants of Penang, value $1,500, 
and cargo, including specie, $7,000, was captured by pirates at 
Salangore, the passengers murdered, and the vessel afterwards 
found at anchor, and the greater part of the cargo in the shops of 
the town, the money, of course, being missing. Captain Brad- 
berry re-captured the junk without resistance, and there were 
nine Chinese pirates arrested in connection with this case. Lieu- 
tenant Colonel Shortland, with a detachment of the Royal Ar- 
tillery, shattered two forta, which were undefended, and captured 
200 barrels of gunpowder and some guns, only one native being 
found—dead—within the walls. As regards the future pros- 
pects of the country, Mr. C. I. Irving, Auditor-General, states 
that the Tunku Did Doodin, now that the English Govern- 
ment has pronounced itself on his side, has no doubt of his power 
to establish his authority over the whole country ; and, if the 
Tunku places his finances and the administration of justice on a 
sound footing, Mr. Irving thinks that the prosperity of the 


country may be assured. Mr. Acting Governor Anson warmly 
controverts the censures which Sir Benson Maxwell ed upon 
the present proceedings in his letter to The Times, and Commander 


Robinson states that during the bombardment of Salangore not more 
than a dozen shot fell into the town, and that not more than five 
dead bodies were seen during the whole time. On the whole there 
seems to be no doubt that a better ordered state of affairs will be 
the consequence of the present expedition, though it may be ad- 
mitted that it appears to have been conducted with a somewhat 


unnecessary severity. 


THE PERSECUTION OF NATIVE CHRISTIANS 
IN JAPAN. 

We give below the full text of Sir Harry Parkes’s address on 
the subject of the persecution of native Christians in Japan, 
respecting which a deputation from the various missionary socie- 
ties waited upon Earl Granville on the 9thinst. The proceedings 
were briefly reported in our last issue :-— 

Sir Harry Parkes commenced by saying that he was not at all sur- 
sania that this subject had been brought before the Council of the 

vangelical Alliance. It had been the cause of much anxiety to him- 
self during the last three years. He concurred'in the statements gene- 
rally expressed in the memorial just read. It differed from those 
contained in the original memorial sent to the Society, and which he 
had had an opportunity of reading. He admitted the existence of 
religious persecation in Japan, but the deputation should recollect 
that it was a legacy of ages past, and had existed since the commence- 
ment of the 17th centary. The events of two centuries were still fresh 
um the minds of the Japancee, It wasa Christign war which led t 
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the expulsion of foreigners from Japan and the interdiction of Chris- 
tianity under the severest penalties. The law had since remained un- 
altered, and on a recent occasion had been enforced by the Tycoon’s 
Government with such severity that twelve Japanese had been exe- 
cuted for professing Christianity. The fact was that the Christian 
faith saps the foundation of the Mikado’s authority, who, in the 
opinion of the masses, is of divine descent ; {a decree, therefore, 
tolerating the spread of any foreign religion would, of course, at- 
tack that belief. The population of the village of Urakami had 
certainly been removed, as the memorial states, and in the face of 
the remonstrances of all the foreign representatives, but the Japanese 
Government defended this harsh measure on the ground that it was 
necessary to prevent an outburst of religious feeling and to maintain 
order in a province which formed the closing acenes of the religious 
wars above referred to, and which has since been the chief field 
of religious excitement. The Japanese Government have as- 
sured foreign Ministers that the persons sent away should be hu- 
manely treated, and when information reached him that this promise 
had not been faithfully kept he despatched an officer to verify the 
truth of the reports, This officer visited three places where the 
exiles had been located, and found that in two of them the people 
were well treated, while in the third locality they were exposed to 
considerable hardship. Upon this being reported to the Japanese 
Government they rebuked their responsible officers and published this 
censure in the Court Gazette. The Japapese Ministers had expressed 
to him that, although bound to maintain the laws, and especially such 
laws as those of religion, they would not op the growth 
of new opinions on this subject any more than they had cpresed 
opinions of a political or commercial character which had 
already been introduced. Changes on matters of religion involved 
changes of thought and conviction, and it was impossible for the 
Government, however liberally disposed, to attempt suddenly to over- 
turn prejudices and traditions of the people on such subjects. Sir Harry 
Parkes added that in dealing with this question he had received all 
the support he could desire from Her Majesty's Government, both the 
present and past Administrations. He had been authorised by both 
to lose no opportunity of impressing on the Japanese Government, in 
a friendly but most earnest manner, how important it was, in the beat 
intereata of Japan, that they should not offend the public opinion of 
England and America by a course of persecution against the Christian 
religion and to dwell upon the inconsistency of prescribing the religion 
of Christian Powers, while at the eame time they profeased to be de- 
sirous of cultivating friendly relations with those Powers, and to profit 
by the improvements of advancing civilisation. He had also been autho- 
rised by Her Majesty's Government not to hesitate or remonstrate with 
the Japanese Government in cases of unkind and intolerant treat- 
ment of native Christians. He was aware that other foreign Minis- 
ters had also received similar instructions, and when occasions re- 
quired had made similar remonstrances. He believed that the effect 

had been beneficial. Thedeputation might be assured that the whole 

subject was regarded with deep interest by him, and that no effort con- 

sistent with hia duty and instructions would be omitted in order to 
bring about the object they had in view, and that he was not without 

hope that the rapid growth of enlightenment in Japan, and the mea- 
sures taken by the Japanese Govertfment to foster that enlightenment, 

would rapidly accelerate the object, provided no impediment was 

created by unwise or ill constructed attempts at propagandism. 

Sir Harry Parkes then read the translation of a document which had 
been sent to himeelfas Her Majesty’s representative, and to all the 
foreign Ministers, giving a statement from the Japanese Government 
of their views of the Christian difficulty. As it isa remarkable and 
interesting document we supply a portion of its contents :—“ The Ja- 
panese Government have learned with much concern that their action 
in regard to certain of their subjects at Urakami, who call themselves 
Christians, has caused displeasure to their foreign representatives. The 
value they set upon the friendship and good opinion of the Powers 
with whom they are connected by friendly and commercial relations is 
such that they cannot omit to give the moat ample explanation upon 
this subject, and by stating their motives of action to remove any 
misapprehension which may have been created. Nothing is farther 
from the intention of the Japanese Government than to punish their 
people on account of a difference of religion unless this is followed 
and accompanied by a mutinous and rebellions disposition shown by 
such actions as have lately taken place at Urakami. The Government 
has never thought of taking notice of the private religious opinions of 
any of their subjects. The fact that many persons who come as mis- 
sionaries to this country are at present in the service of the Goverm- 
ment and employed in teaching foreign languages and sciences at 
pedlic schools and colleges, and the perfect freedom with which 

foreign books, even such as contain religious matter, are trans- 
lated, and have been sold by all booksellers, may afford sufficient 
proof of the liberal views which the Government takes with regard 
to religion. But when our people take the religion of foreign- 
ers, Christianity, and make it a cloak for dangerous conspiracy, 
when an ostentatious disregard of the fundamental laws of this 
country is openly indulged in, when the native Christian communi- 
ties disown, to a great extent, the authority of the Japanese Go- 
vernment, and are led by their teachers to rely on foreign protection 
and consequentimmumity from punishment because they are Christians, 
then the Government can remain no longer inactive, and is obliged, in 
self defence, and in support of the authority of his Majesty the Em- 

eror, to adopt such measures as will bring his misguided subjects 

ack to the established laws and institutions of this country. The 
Japanese Government has been obliged to take this course from a con 
viction of its necessity, and particularly in consequence of a growing 
pressure of public opinion, which arose from the memory of the de- 

lorable events connected with the introduction of Christianity by 

oman Catholic missionaries some centuries ago. Public opinion even 
now demands that the same seeds of discord should be removed which 
at that period so nearly succeeded in overthrowing the Government, 
and endangering the independence of this country.”

THE ISLAND OF YEZO. 

At the last meeting of the Royal Geographicil Society a 
paper was read by Sir Harry Parkes, K.C.B., Her Majesty’s Mi- 
nisterin Japan, entitled “ Capt. Blakiston’s Journey round the 
Island of Yezo.” 


Sir H. Parkes said that in dealing with this interesting paper his 
difficulty had been to compress tle full information it contained to 
dimensions suited to the proceedings of an evening’s meeting. He 
introduced the paper by some general remarks on the island of Yezo, 
and of Hakodate, a port in the south of the island, which has been opened 
since 1859 tu foreign trade. Yezo, which has an area of 35,000 square 
miles, is larger than Ireland, It possesses a rich soil and -reat mineral | 
wealth ; but the Japanese Government have done bat little to develop 
its resources, and its products have hitherto been confined to those of | 
the fisheries, which are remarkably prolific. The foreign trade consists 
chiefly of the yield of these fisheries, which find a good market in China, 
Bea-weed to the extent of upwards of 6,000 tons annually is one of the 
articles sent to the latter country. The foreign trade of Hakodate varies; 
in 1869 it exceeded $1,700,000, in 1870 it amounted to more than ; 
$1,200,000. The island cadly needs a settled population ; the larger part of 
that now there migrates out euch fishing season, It also sadly needs the 
first facilities for settlement—namoly, roads and means of communication. 
The sca- beach, or an occasional rude mountain track, forrn the only roads, 
and Captain Blakiston was consequently obliged to follow the coast in | 
making his journey to the northernmost point of the island—Soya. He | 
went by the East and returned by the West Coast, and the details of this 
journey are given with such minuteness, that those who read them may 
fully inform themselves of the existing condition of this large island. 
The rich valley of the Iskari is well described, and the value of Otarunai 
as a port on the West Coast is forcibly shown. The journey oceupicd 
fifty-four days, in the course of which Captain Blakiston traversed 900 
miles of ground hitherto wntrodden by foreigners, except at onc or two 

- points. He had been engaged by the Japancse Government to make the 
journey, and, therefore, enjoyed special facilities fur doing so. He 
was ynaccompanied by any other foreigner, and unencumbered by bag- 
gage or foreign provisions. He lived solely on such fuod as the country 
afforded—salmon, rice, and salted vegetables. Sir H. Parkes also 
dwelt upon the great interest attaching to Yezo by the presence of un 
aboriginal race known as the Anios, a race having no connection with 
the Chinese, Mongole, Manchas, or Tungas tribes, and whose origin had 
yet to be ascertained. They occupied the whole chain of Japanese 
islands when the flood of emigration set in from China and Corva, and 
the early settlers from those quarters, who crossed to Japan seven cen- 
turies before Christ, found these Anios throughout Japan, and had to 
contest with them for possession of the country. It was not till after 
many centuries of strife, not until about the time of our own Conquest 
that these Anios were confined to Yezo. Sir H. Parkes also referred to 
the information recently obtained by the running survey of the coast 
recently made by H.M.S. Sylvia. The harbours and anchorages around 
the island are now known, and a navigation that has hitherto been highly 
dangerous has been rendered secure. :

COURT OF ERROR.—EXCH EQUER CHAMBER. 


GILLILAND V. THE PENINSULAR AND ORIENTAL STEAM NAVIGATION 
COMPANY. 

This case was tried in the Court of Common Pleas before Mr. Justice 
Byles in June, 1870, and was reported in the London and China 
Express of the 27th of that month. The plaintiff was the widow of a 
Mr.Gilliland, and she sued on behalf of heraclf, his mother, and his two 
children, to recover damages for the loss they had eustained by his 
death. The plaintiff's case was that Mr. Gilliland was thirty-seven 
years of age, and he was employed by the Indian Government in the 
Accountant's office in the Punjab. His salary wag £660 a-year, and 
had he lived until he was fifty-five it would probably have risen to 
£1,200. He would also have been entitled to a pension. He came to 
England on sick leave, and on hig return journey he embarked at 
Suez on board the Carnatic steamship, which belonged to the de- 
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fendants, on the 12th September, 1869. In the course of the voyage 
the vessel ran upon a coral reef in the Red Sea, turned over, and went 
down, and Mr. Gilliland and thirty other persons lost their lives. 
The action was founded upon the allegation that the loss was occa- 
sioned through the negligence of the defendants’ servants. 


The defence was that the ship was properly and skilfully navigated, 
but that she, without fault, got out of her course, and so on to the 
reef. It was, however, submitted that even had the ship been un- 
skilfully navigated this would not have been material in this action, 
because the getting upon the reef was not the proximate cause of Mr. 
Gilliland’s death. The captain had an interview with three of the 
passengers, and explained to tiemt he state of the circumstances, and 
they thought with him that it would be better that the passengers 
should not be landed. Shadwan Island, where the Carnatic struck, 
was merely a barren rock without water, and the passengers would 
there have been exposed to the full force of the sun. Furvher, the Se- 
matra steamer was expected to pass, and she did in fact come up, and 
took the passengers on board. Beyond this there was, until very shortly 
before the end nothing to show that there was immediate danger, and 
under the circumstances it was contended that there was no fault what- 
ever in not sooner getting the passengers out of the ship. Evidence 
was given for the defence, and it was stated that the vessel must have 
run upon the reef either in consequence of the compasses being out of 
order, which they were liable to be in an iron ship, or in consequence 
of currents, which were uncertain and varying in that part of the sea, 
having affected the course of the ship. Mr. Butt, the plaintiffs 
counsel, in reply, urged that, being four miles out of his course, the 
captain ought not to have run upon a known coral reef at a speed of 
twelve or thirteen miles an hour. and that, at any rate, he should 
have put his passengers into the bosta which were alongside, and 
either landed them before the Carnatic went down, or kept them at a 
short distance to abide the event. 


Mr. Justice Byles left it to the jury to say whether there was such 
a want of skill or care on the part of the defendants’ servants in get- 
ting on the reef as caused Mr. Gilliland to lose hislife. He expressed 
his opinion that the suspension of the certificate ought not to influence 
the jury, and that they should set against that fact the long previous 
successful career of the captain on various vessels and ino different 
parts of the world. Further, he asked the jury to consider whether 
there was additional negligence in not endeavouring sooner to land 
the passengers on the Shadwan Island. He ruled that even if there 
were no subsequent negligence, then the getting upon the reef was 


‘ sufficiently proximate to the death of Mr. Gilliland to render the de- 


fendants liable. The jury found that there was negligence both in 
running the vessel on to the reef and in not getting the passengers 
off sooner, and they assessed the damages at £3,000, of which they 


: gave to the widow £2,000, the children £400 each, and the mother 


£200. 

Immediately after the verdict was given, the counsel for the com- 
pany objected to the ruling of the Judge, and tendered a bill of ex- 
ceptions, on the ground that negligence in letting the vessel get upon 
the reef was not the proximate cause of the death, and that the 
Judge was wrong in directing the jury that there was evidence that the 
death was naturally or proximately caused by negligence in letting 
the ship go on the reef, and also on the ground that there was no evi- 
dence of any subsequent negligence as to not sooner landing the pas- 
sengers. This bill of exceptions now (after the lapse of seventeen 
months) came on for argument before the Lord Chief Justice, Mr. 
Justice Blackburn, Baron Channell, Mr. Justice Mellor, Baron Pigott, 
and Baron Cleasby. The evidence given at the trial (sammarised 
above) having been read, Mr. W. Williams, the counzel for the P. and 
O. Company, was called upon to support the exceptions. The Lord 
Chief Justice said—Can you say there was no evidence to sustain the 
verdict?—Mr. Williams admitted that he could not, but he shonld 
argue that there was misdirection.—The Lord Chief Justice ; It is 
admitted that the captain had gone out of his usual and accustomed 
course. That isthe first step. Then the ship gets onareef. That 
was the next step, and surely it was the cause of the ship going down. 
That was the cause of its becoming nearly filled with water, and then, 
in that state, slipping off the reef into deep water. Was not the get- 
ting on the reef the proximate cause of the sinking? Mr. Williams 
admitted that if it had been a mere case of personal injury through 
getting into the water, it might be held that the injury was the 
natural result of the original nezligence. The Lord Chief Justice: 
And, here, instead of the passenger being merely injured, he was 
drowned —was not that equally the natural result of the negligence? 
Mr. Williams said that was what he disputed, and he urged that it 
was not so, because the passengers might have got into the boats. Mr. 
Justice Blackburn : Could it be doubted that, if this were the case of 
loss of a cargo, the getting on the recf would be held to be the proxi- 
mate cause of the loss?’ And can it be held otherwise merely because 
it happens to be a case of loss of human life? The Lord Chief Justice : 
Unless you mean to say that it was the fault of the passengers that 
they were lost. Mr. Williams admitted that he could not put it on that 
ground ; but atill he insisted that as the vessel was on the recf for 
many hours, during which the passengers might have escaped, the 
getting on the reef was not the proximate cause of the death. They 
were safe on the reef. Mr. Justice Blackburn: No, not safe, surely. 
They were, as it turned out, in a position of imminent peril. You 
know the old case of a coach running away and a passenger jumping 
off to save himself. The coach proprietor was held liable for the in- 
jury thus occasioned, as the passenger might naturally jump off Lo save 
himself when in a position of imminent apparent peril. Is not this case 
very similar? Mr. Williams said he perceived their Lordships were 
clearly against him, and it would be improper on his part to atteppt 
to keep up the case longer. 

The Lord Chief Justice then said the Court were all clearly of opinion 
that the exceptions must be overruled and the verdict for the plaintiff 
upheld. The verdict of the jury at the trial in the Court of Common 
Pleas in 1870 was therefore confirmed.

Monetary and Commercial. 


Tuesday, the 27th inst., the day fixed for the National Thanks- 
giving, will be observed as a general holiday. The whole of 
the banks will be closed, as well as the Stock Exchange, Lloyd’s, 
the Mincing-lane markets, and other commercial institutions. 

The official liquidator of the Monarch Insurance Company has 
issued a report, of which the following is a summary :— 

The company was formed in May, 1869, and ordered to be wound up 
on the 29th March, 1870. The assets, representing a very small sum, 
consist of outstanding premiums, cash at bankers’ and in offices, policy- 
stamps, office furniture and arrears of calls. In order that the value of 
the calls on the shares may be properly appreciated, it {s mentioned 
that the directors called up £2 10s. on each £5 share, and recelved only 
£1,898, while the remaining £2 10s., since called up by the liquidator, 
had produced only £1,562. The number of ona jide applications for 
shares by persons competent and intending to piy the subscription 
eaj,ital consisted of only 29 persons, representing 1,176 shares) but 
the share-register fictitiously represents 35,630 shares as issued, and 
held by 139 persons. These people are for the greater part only 
farmers? labourers. Debta amounting to £16,492 have been allowed 
against the estate of the company. With regard to the Great Oceanic 
Telegraph Company (Limited), an offspring of the Monarch [nsurance 
Company, and also winding up under the direction of the Court of 
Chancery, a call is about to be made on the contributories, and the 
whole of the debts are expected to be ultimately discharged in full. 
The company possessed no assets except what may be derived from calls 
upon the shares. Debts tothe amount of £1,338 have been proved 
against the undertaking. 

The inspectors appointed under the failure of Livesey and 
Thorpe, cotton brokers and commission agents, Liverpool and 
Manchester, who suspended payment in 1869, have declared a 
further dividend of 3s. in the pound on the estate, making, with 
those already paid, a distribution of 11s. in the pound on the 
amount of their liabilities. 

A general meeting of the Indo-European Telegraph Company 
is convened for the 28th inst., when resolutions will be proposed 
in favour of the articles of associatian being altered. 

An extraordinary meeting of the Suez Canal Company will he 
held on the 12th proximo in Paris. 

Messrs. Jno. Pender and Co. have compiled a table showing 
the exports of cotton and woollen goods to India and China for 
fiftecn years, viz., from 1857 to 1871. 

Owing to the caywpletion of several large orders Bar Silver has 
declined to 5s. 1d. to 53 1 3-16d. per oz. standard. Mexican Dol- 
lars continuc in good demand in consequence of their scarcity, 
and the prices remain without alteration; old coinage, 5s. 1d. ; 
new, 4s. 1] 9-16d.
